2, in arriving at these answer®, the attached m&grna&m of 
understanding (reference 'c* ) between CIa/PIC end hCIC concerning a 
proposed plan for Processing Calibration Information was drawn up.

a. A.CIC agrees to supply calibration infonoation 
detemined through this program to those users who require 
it, A continued lack of rapport between ACZC (or the A?) 
with the other services appear® to still exist. For 
exaaple, when it me 'pointed out to AdC rap-esentatives 
that A ray Map- service and Uawy hydrographic office perse®* 
all are presently working at PIC m other Aspects of the 
use- of CSAJLXCB nwterials for geodetic purpose! , the ACIC 
people declined the opportunity to talk with the®., even 
though it swans that the work so accomplished would poesi ■* 
bly have to be done twice. 

b. FXC will still, even under the agreement, have to 
train some MSEC people and provide the use of HC sseaauriag 
•qalpsMmt and working space for three ;CIC people. It vm 
explained that similar equipment is in use at SAC, tut 
ACIC still prefer? to work here-. 


e. HC can furnish the information end oaterial Hated 
la the agreeEwnt without undue strain on the facilities. 
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d. Barograph k of the agreement vm written with th® idea 
that ACIC has soae money available to spend on this progress, 
end by 4 oil clone application of this money through the proper 
Operations people aright accelerate the reconstruction of dis- 
mantled esumrmi and the exposure of stellar negatives by Hycor 
personnel. ffeia i» an operatic® currently being pursued by 
Rycon, hut only on a tiae-awalielsle basis, HC ha® not 
attempted to Jarre this accelerated as we are unable at present 
to reduce the data fma negatives on hand, because of our 
current work load.
